During all this Spanish excitement there 
ha- Loon a groat deal of curiosity in Wash­ 
ington as to tho Identity of the man upon 
whom President McKinley 
has placed 
greatest rch/tnee as an advisor. 
I had 
b oard so much speculation upon this sub 
,■< t that I asked a memb er of the cab inet 
who was thoroughly familiar with the in­ 
ner workings of the president’s official 
family to give me an idea of the proper 
answer to the conundrum. 
-‘ You want to know upon whom the 
president relies in such important matters 
as this .Spanish affair?’’ said the cab inet 
man. 
“ Well, I have no ob jections to tell­ 
ing you. 
It 1« himself.’’ 
The memb er of tho cab inet then went 
un to say what I have already informed 
you in these dispatches—to wit. that the 
president 1» famous for asking every one’s 
advice and then following his own logic 
and instincts. 
Even the men who do not 
like tho president and who have often 
sneered at him in the past admit tha td ur 
ing the long and arduous Spanish crisis 
tie lias shown himself to b o possessed of a 
good deal of b ackb one. There were times, 
it is true, when the president appeared to 
b e suffering indecision and faint hearted 
ness, But when lie had made up his mind 


a n d come out with a strong policy it was 
the almost universal opinion that he had 
eon fronted difficulties which outsiders did 
not understand and that there was ample 
excuM’ far his hesitancy.
